We hare noticed the three preliminary 
poiiiti with which the Report tett oot ! 
Firtt— That llie Home eminent hare 
left it fur Lhe Council, anil not for the t -,- 
loniiti, to determine whether Irauiporta- 
tion shall or thai! not be renewed . *econd 
— That, in lhe opinion of the Committee, 
trugpurUlion, uader certain cundiiioni, 
ought to be renewed ; and iluru — That it 
ought to be renewed beenn we hare al- 
ready a riKtaui uf convictura flowing from 
Van Ciemeu t Land, and thai I ahonlj 
ha« another flowing from North Aut- 
tralia. We now come to the stipulated 
condition*. 

And to the fitsi condition in tbe aeriet 
— lhe one upon which lhe Commit- 
by the ntniDat ttrest, and which 
they Jay down ai a fine ourf nem — we 
)d finite the etpecial attention of a 
certaia cllu of fTO-tranipc-rlatioTiiiU.
